Matuson served on the board of the 
Volunteers of America Lighthouse 
Program, the National Council of 
Christians and Jews, the Shreveport 
Jewish Federation as well as 
Advisory Committees to both 
Schumpert and Wiliis-Knighton 
Medical Centers. Matuson also con¬ 
ducted many workshops and lectures 


at LSUS as well as dispensing advice 
to hundreds of students. 

“I think it’s great that our univer¬ 
sity has decided to honor him in this 
way,” said Suzzanne Bright, instruc¬ 
tor of communications. “He will 
really be missed in the community." 

Chancellor John Darling present¬ 
ed the nomination in Baton Rouge 
on behalf of LSUS. 

“Rabbi Matuson's accomplish¬ 
ments are not captured in stone or 
on canvas but in the lives of the peo¬ 
ple he has helped,” Darling said. 

“Through his work at LSUS and 
in the surrounding community, 
Rabbi Michael Matuson has fostered 
peace where there was strife; under¬ 
standing where there was suspicion; 
love where there was hate; and tol¬ 
erance where there was persecu¬ 
tion.” 

The honorary degree will be pre¬ 
sented to Matuson during fall com¬ 
mencement on December 14, where 
he will be the featured speaker.

Socialist Workers’ Party seeks forum sponsor

The Socialist Workers’ Party, who 
was on campus several weeks ago, are 
having difficulty in finding support for a 
political forum that they would like to 
hold at LSUS. 

Members of the 
Socialist Workers’ 

Party, who were 
invited to LSUS to 
sell Socialist Party 
literature by LSUS 
professor John 
Weaver, had 

expressed to SGA 
vice president Kurt 
Pickett that they would like to return to 
the campus at a later date to hold a polit¬ 
ical forum to discuss the current Socialist 
party and current political issues. 

At the Student Government 
Association meeting on October 18, 
Pickett communicated to the senate the 
request of the SWP, and stated that he 


believed it would be appropriate for the 
SGA to sponsor such a forum. Picket! 
said that he would like to see a member 
of the senate propose a bill sponsoring a 
political forum to be held by the Socialist 
group. 

Weaver, speaking at the October 18 
meeting, gave a brief description of what 
kind of work the SWP does, and 
announced that if any member of the sen¬ 
ate would like more information about 
the SWP he would be available to them. 

According to Weaver, his presence at 
the SGA meeting was misconstrued by 
the senators. 

“I believe that there are some miscon¬ 
ceptions about this whole matter," 
Weaver said, “First of all, I think that at 
the SGA meeting the impression was 
given that I am a member of the SWP, 
which I am not, and that I want to spon¬ 
sor the Party to be invited to LSUS. In 
fact, it was the members of the party 
who visited the campus that suggested 
the idea of coming here to speak. They 
discussed the idea with Kurt Pickett and 



he brought it up at the meeting, I was at 
the meeting to provide information about 
the Party.” 

Weaver said he was toid by Kevin 
' Eades, SGA presi¬ 
dent, that the SGA 
would not sponsor 
the Socialist group to 
speak at LSUS, 
because it would be 
inappropriate to do 
so. Weaver said a 
member of the SGA 
called him and then 
later came by his 
office to discuss the SWP. 

“The senator told me that if I wanted 
to invite the SWP to campus I would 
have to look elsewhere for support." said 
Weaver. 

According to SGA senator Debbie 
Roeten, she called professor Weaver and 
later visited his office to gain informa¬ 
tion about the Socialist Party. 

“I wanted to find out as much as I 
could about them (the Socialist Party)

incase a bill inviting them here came up 
before the Senate.” Roeten said. 

“In talking with him (Weaver) I got 
the impression that he wanted me to pro¬ 
pose a bill to sponsor the Socialists to 
speak here, and I told him he would have 
to look elsewhere for support. I was 
speaking for myself and not the SGA.” 
added Roeten. 

Eades said the SGA should not spon¬ 
sor the Socialist Party to speak here 
because by doing so they would be oblig¬ 
ated to sponsor any political organization 
that wanted to speak at LSUS. 

“As the student governing body of 
LSUS, it is our job to represent the stu¬ 
dent body in dealings with the faculty 
and administration, not to support politi¬ 
cal organizations.” Eades said. 

“That is what groups such as the 
College Republicans and College 
Democrats are for. If Professor Weaver 
wants to see the Socialist Party come 
here and speak he should form a dub of 
those interested in such a group and 
sponsor them through the SOC."

LSUS receives donation to 
establish new institute

As part of a settlement for deceptive 
trade practices, Metropolitan Life 
insurance Company donated $25,000 to 
LSUS this past summer to establish a 
financial services insurance institute. 

LSUS professor Dr. Harvey Rubin 
will chair this newest addition to cam¬ 
pus. Rubin said that he is excited about 
the new program and feeis that it will be 
a wonderful addition to the university. 

The insurance institute will serve a 
variety of functions including continuing 
education programs for managers and 
others interested in the financial services 
field. Over 40 different courses and 
seminars will be offered. 

Louisiana State Insurance 
Commissioner Jim Brown presented the 
check to LSUS in a ceremony last sum¬ 
mer. Rubin credits Brown for choosing 


LSUS over other universities to receive 
the funds because, as he said, Brown 
supports the formation of such a 
renowned institute here in Shreveport. 

This will be the only program like it 
in the state. LSU-Baton Rouge no longer 
offers a finan cial services department, so 
the institute in Shreveport will be of 
interest to people statewide. 

Junior public relations major Shelly 
Cole thinks the idea is a good one. “If 
people are managing companies in our 
community, and they seek continuing 
education through this program, then it 
could only benefit Lhe community in the 
long run.” 

Dr. Rubin said the Financial Services 
Institute “will build on the strong acade¬ 
mic programs” already in place at 
LSUS. The goal of the institute, he said, 
will be to achieve national and interna¬ 
tional prominence. 


Computer majors compete 
in programming contest

The 1994 Association foT 
Computing Machinery (ACM) South 
Central Region recently completed 
their regional programming contest 
in Lubbock, Texas. 

The LSUS student chapter of this 
organization sent a three man team 
consisting of Barret Brown, Del 
Johnson, and Steve Noonan, all 
computer majors. Dr. Krischna 
Agarwal and Reza Sanati were the 
faculty advisors that accompanied 
the team. Competing teams consist¬ 
ed completely of undergraduate stu¬ 
dents from Texas, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma, and New Mexico, 

The South Central competition is 
one of 16 regional contests in the 
ACM International Collegiate 
Programming Contest (sponsored by 
Microsoft), with the top teams in 
each region advancing to the 19th 
Annual Contest Finals on March 1, 


1995 in Nashville, Tennessee. 

Teams take their choice of a 386 
or a 486 computer to the competi¬ 
tion, They have a set amount of time 
in which to solve their choice of six 
problems. This year the LSUS team 
was not able to solve the problems. 
Out of the 57 teams entered, 14 
solved at least one problem out of 
six. There were two teams that 
solved two problems and three teams 
that solved three out of the six prob¬ 
lems. 

First place went to Baylor 
University, second place went to 
Louisiana Tech and Texas Tech 
took third place. 

The top six teams get plaques in 
each division, with the top two 
going on to the Annual Contest 
Finals. 

Team registration of $100 was 
paid for by the local ACM student 
chapter. Next year’s competition 
will be held in Waco, Texas.

Student Government Association Book 
Exchange Audit 

The LSU in Shreveport Student Handbook 
includes a statement that “ail student organizations 
and their members are expected to know and abide 
by all university procedures, regulations, and poli¬ 
cies, ” it further states that student organizations 
are responsible for abiding by ail local, state, and 
federal laws. The University has a responsibility 
of ensuring that student organizations abide by uni¬ 
versity regulations. If a problem is reported, the 
Student Affairs Division has the responsibility to 
investigate. By virtue of petitioning for recognition 
by the university, student organizations consent to 
review of their operations if problems arise. The 
SGA president was unable to conduct an investiga¬ 
tion and/or audit of the Book Exchange; therefore, 
he requested the university*® assistance. The 
accounting office conducted the audit at the request 
of the Vice Chancellor for Student Affairs because 
the Business Affairs Division is charged with the 
responsibility for all university financial affairs. 

This office reviewed the financial records of the 
Student Government Association (SGA) Book 
Exchange for the fiscal years ending June 30, 1992 
and June 30, 1993. In performing this audit, this 
office reviewed sales records, checks, bank state¬ 
ments, and other financial information that was 
provided to this office regarding the operation of 
the Book Exchange during this two year period. 
The scope of our audit was Limited, as we could not 
completely review all financial records and give an 
opinion on all financial activity of the SGA Book 
Exchange for the two year period that we 
reviewed. The limited review was necessaty 
because of the lack of documentation and the lack 
of funds to provide necessary documents from the 
Book Exchange's checking account with Campus 
Federal Credit Union. Although the scope of the 
audit was narrow, discoveries were made to allow 
us to make appropriate judgmental conclusions as 
to the accuracy of the records and to make appro¬ 
priate findings on the operation of the Book 
Exchange during this two year period. 

The focus of this audit was to review ail docu¬ 
ments available and to determine if certain expen¬ 
ditures and income were accurate and valid. In our 
review of the financial records, it appears that 
funds were diverted from the Book Exchange. The 
report on the financial activity of the Book 
Exchange for the period July 1, 1991 through June 
30, 1993 is as follows: 

l. Background and Purpose of the Book 
Exchange Program . 

A. A copy of the SGA Constitution was fur¬ 
nished to this office. The following articles in the 
constitution refer to the operation of the SGA Book 
Exchange: 


1. Article XH, section A, makes the statement 
regarding die purpose of the Exchange. The pur¬ 
pose shall be: (1) To provide students with an eco¬ 
nomical alternative to the bookstore. (2) To pro¬ 
vide friendly, helpful, and courteous service to stu¬ 
dents both buying and selling books. (3) To raise 
funds for the SGA Student Loan Fund, ft should 
be noted that the SGA also dedicated a portion of 
the funds raised to the LSU-S Library. 

2. Article XII, section B, The permanent oper¬ 
ational staff of the Book Exchange consists of a 
Manager and 2 Assistant Managers. The manager 
is responsible for the entire operation (financial and 
operational) of the Book Exchange. 

3- This office was given an unratified copy of 
the SGA Constitution. In this version of the con¬ 
stitution, Article XU, section G, discusses the dis¬ 
tribution of funds as follows: ( L) Not less than five 
(5) percent of total sales shall be given to the 
Financial Aid Office of the University for the SGA 
short-term student loan fund. (2,) Not less than 
five (5) percent of total sales shall be given to the 
Noel Memorial Library for die purposes) voted on 
by the Senate following the Book Exchange 
Semester Report. Although this constitution was 
never ratified, it is important to note that the SGA 
operated the Book Exchange based upon this 
premise. The reports to the SGA Senate for Fall 
1991 and Fall 1992 regarding the operation of the 
Book Exchange reflect this operational method, 

4, It should be noted that the SGA constitution 
does not authorize the Book Exchange to pay for its 
operating costs, nor does it authorize the Book 
Exchange to pay for the SGA’s normal operating 
costs. It should also be noted that it was the poli¬ 
cy of the Book Exchange to retain only ten (10) 
percent of the sales price of the book as its com¬ 
mission, which is dedicated to the LSU-S Library 
and the Short Term Loan Fund. 

5. The Book Exchange is only operational for a 
short period of time, usually ten days or Less, 
before and after each registration period. 

B. The Book Exchange operation was suspend¬ 
ed in May, 1993. 

tl. Financial Information concerning the Book 
Exchange. 

A. The Book Exchange financial records were 
in disarray, with many important documents miss¬ 
ing. This office made an attempt to collect and 
assemble all the documents provided, yet we were 
not able to completely re-construct all financial 
activity for the two year period we reviewed. 
Missing documents included sales records, daily 
sales reports, check stubs, and receipts for expen¬ 
ditures. 

B. Not all daily sales reports were available 
from the information provided to this office. The 
daily sales reports that were found did not corre¬ 
spond to deposits made into the checking account. 

C. No reports for the spring or summer semes¬ 
ters were made to the SGA Senate. 

D. The SGA Book Exchange maintained its 
own checking account with the Campus Federal 
Credit Union. Only one signature was required on 
any check even though there were two signature 
Lines printed on each check . 

E. Our review of the SGA Book Exchange 
checking account was limited to reviewing the 
monthly statements and a sample of checks for 
indications of misappropriation. Because the 
Campus Federal Credit Union does not return can¬ 
celed checks to its customers, our initial step in 


performing the audit was to request copies of all 
canceled checks and monthly statements. 
However, this request would have cost approxi¬ 
mately $70Q-$9QQ, and it was determined that this 
expense was not justifiable for our review. 
Instead, a request was made for copies of all 
monthly statements and copies of a small number 
of checks. As the audit progressed, several 
requests were made for additional checks. It 
should be noted that Campus Federal Credit Union 
was not able to provide copies of all checks 
requested by this office. This office was informed 
verbally by Credit Union officials that the micro¬ 
film that contained some of the requested checks 
was damaged and that the information was not 
retrievable. The Credit Union has a policy of 
microfilming all depositors checks and then 
destroying the original document. 

F. In reviewing the monthly bank statements, 
we noticed a number of checks issued for $100.00, 
$200,00, $250.00, etc, not counting cash with¬ 
drawals, and a money order for $420,00. Our 
review shows that there was no justification for 
these expenditures. 

G. The bank statements dearly give the indica¬ 
tion that funds were being diverted, for the open¬ 
ing balance of the checking account on July 1,1991 
was $1,698.75, yet the May 31, 1993 closing bal¬ 
ance was only $174,14. It should be noted that 
10% of all sales were to be retained for distribution 
to the Short Term Loan Fund and the Library. Our 
estimate of sales is approximately $7,000 per reg¬ 
ular semester and $3,500 for summer. Therefore, 
the fund shouit have had an estimated cash balance 
of $3.150 from sales plus the beginning balance of 
$1,678,75 totaling approximately $4,850. It 
should also be noted that during this time period, 
no payments of the profits of the Book Exchange 
were made to the University as a restricted gift for 
the Library or the Short Term Loan Fund. 

H. The checkbook for the Book Exchange con¬ 
sists of checks in groups of three per page with 
NCR paper stubs. The NCR paper stubs allow 
easy identification of the payee as well as the 
amount paid. The check book that was given to 
this office for review was not complete, as there 
were missing check stubs, blank check stubs, and 
cheek stubs marked "VOID" without the attached 
“voided" check. 

I. In our review, it was discovered that a stu¬ 
dent was allowed to defer payment for purchases of 
books from the Book Exchange. According to the 
documents we reviewed, payment was to be made 
by September 17* 1992 but we could not confirm 
whether these books were paid for by the student. 
It should also be noted that we could not determine 
if other individuals also had this privilege. 

J. It appears that some of the expenses were 
SGA expenses and not those of the Book 
Exchange. It should be noted that the Student 
Government Association receives annual funding 
from student activity fees to pay for the operation 
of that organization. The use of the Book 
Exchange funds to pay for any SGA expenditure 
was an unnecessary and inappropriate use of those 
funds.

the time. This personally offends me. 

Was Anderson to “learn a lesson” 
from public humiliation? It appears that 
the apology Anderson was asked to give 
was an effort to suit one student at the 
expense of another. In trying to deal with 
the matter quickly, the real issue of fair¬ 
ness was cast aside. While I can appreci¬ 
ate CuiminghanTs disappointment and 
hurt feelings, I can’t help but wonder if 
she was after an apology or some atten¬ 
tion. 

Cunningham is said to have refused to 
speak with Anderson personally after the 
incident. It seems to me that if she want¬ 
ed sincerity and an honest understanding 
of Anderson's intentions, she would 
have been eager to meet with her. 
Instead, she went before people who 
were not even involved. If she was so 
convinced that she was the victim of 
racial discrimination, why not work with 


the other party toward a solution? So 
much for race relations. 

Life is hard. One of the hardest 
lessons we all learn is that we are all left 
out at times, and most often without an 
explanation, let alone an apology. No 
doubt reality hurts . 

I am all for equality, but I think in our 
quest to be treated equally, it is crucial to 
remember that we can expect unsatisfac¬ 
tory experiences with others. 

It has been my experience that when I 
fee! threatened, l immediately draw upon 
my defense mechanisms to protect my 
feelings. I think Cunningham drew upon 
her race as a defense mechanism. It is 
my hope that she discontinue allowing 


her race to hinder her from seeing the 
other side, 

Anderson’s actions were misunder¬ 
stood. Perhaps she could have dealt with 
the situation more tactfully. However, I 
think to deprive her of her right of free¬ 
dom of expression because of someone's 
hurt feelings is a blatant injustice,
